Specialists in front-end alignment 


will bear rue out when I say that 
a lot of :he di.-c-atisfaction in this 
kind of work is due to failure to 
check tire pressures and to be -ure 
the springs ar.d sr.ocs absorbers are 
working properly before any check- 
ing or adjustment is done. Some- 
times a car will reveal a binding 
shackle, or badly mbmated tires. It 
is also important to make ^ure just 
about how much passenger or lug- 
gage load the owner customarily 
carries.

Or are you so busy using the car 
for business and social engagements 
that you are even putting off the 
matter of a good greasing? 
This is the season of year when 
a close inspection of the chassis may 
reveal 
a 
broken spring 
leaf or 
trouble with the shackles The front- 
end is probably knocked out from 
too fast travel over those rough 
roads, and is crying for a re-align­ 
ment. Those steep downgrades were 
not easy on the brakes. Too much 
outdoor parking has worn off the 
wax you slapped on at the last 
minute without proper cleaning Th” 
chrome probably is starting to rust 
All that mileage probably calls for 
switching the tires around to even 
up the tread wear. 
It was no vacation for the car 
even through you and the gang had 
a wonderful time The car really 
would enjoy a day in the shop. 
These Come First 
Specialists in front-end alignment 
will bear me out when I say that 
a lot of the dissatisfaction in this 
kind of work is due to failure to 
check tire pressures and to be sure 
the springs and shock absorbers are 
working properly before any check­ 
ing or adjustment is done. Some­ 
times a car will reveal a binding 
shackle, or badly mismated tires It 
is also important to make sure just 
about how much passenger or lug­ 
gage load the owner customarily 
carries. 
A load-sagged rear end 
changes front-end caster adversely. 
Interesting To Know 
You may not as yet be using a 
set of the new tubeless tires, but 
you have the right 
information 
about them if you assume that they 
take the same pressures as those for 
tires with conventional tubes. 
The fuse for an electric car dock 
is a two ampere Job. and that prob­ 
ably explains why It burns out more ' 
often than any other fuse on the 
car. 
Among the new things are chrome

Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"I suppose it is because I know 
from experience that cars are not 
all like peas in a pod th at I get 
so steamed up e 'e r the way so 
many writers on car care generalize.

Some tires have 
tread patterns that should not be 
used on front wheels And some tire 
treads are not satisfactory or even 
safe on rear wheels. Many cars have 
universal joints that need no at­ 
tention for 30,000 miles or so, and 
when they are taken off for greas­ 
ing they might better be replaced.’* 
Out of This Query 
Whether the clutch peaal should 
be up or down while the engine is 
warming up is an interesting ques­ 
tion recently asked by a reader. Ho 
was especially interested to know’ if 
having the pedal down inflicted any 
unnecessary wear on the clutch it­ 
self, being aware that with the pedal 
down the starter-m otor w'as spared 


the extra job of turning over the 
transmission gears. 
The answer is more than a simple 
“yes” or "no " The pedal should be 
down during the cranking, of course. 
I would not say that holding the 
tied a I down during a few minutes of 
warming up 
would be especially 
rough on the clutch throwout bear­ 
ing, but certainly it brings this part 
into unnecessary use. Something the 
reader overlooked is the importance 
of warming up the gear lube before 
getting under way. So the pedal 
should be allowed to come up in 
order that the gears .an chum up 
tile gear lube It will help prevent 
gear wear. 
Pump Held In Reserve 
Use of electric fuel pumps appears 
to be on the upgrade. Their chief 
virtue is that they have sufficient 
power to drive the fuel through the 
lines against the blockage of vapor 
lock. Also tliey start working before 
the engine is cranked. Since they 
can be mounted away from the en­ 
gine proper they are less likely to be­ 
come overheated. One type, used 
widely on commercial vehicles but 
available for passenger car use, is a 
double affair. There’s a reserve pump 
if one should (ail. 
That * What Hr Said 
In spite of much talk about stand­ 
ardization cars still are surprisingly 
different in design, especially in de­ 
tails. This was brought into sharp 
focus in my office recently when an 
owner inquired about the dual horn 
buttons on his car and complained 
that one of them did not work well. 
Off hand the assumption was that 
he referred to the possibility that 
one of the horns wasn’t working, 
most cars having but one horn but­ 
ton. 
Well, a thumbing through Uh 
1941 service manual for this car re­ 
vealed the fact that the particular 
car and model did have dual con­ 
tacts for tile horns, one at each end 
of tire horn ring. Tile remedy was 
to clean the contacts at one side. 
Parking On Upgrade 
An encouraging note is the method 
of marking off parking spaces in 
the newer shopping centers. The 
white lines are not only run a t an 
angle but are sufficiently fur apart 
that you don’t have to come away 
with a marred door after having 
bought Uncle Henry a new cravat. 
Because the cars park on an angle 
there is staggering of doors and 
handles which also helps the cause. 
We also note with relish the ten­ 
dency toward putting guard rails 
high enough to be touched by Ute 
car’s front bumpers instead of their 
wheels This is going to save a lot of 
expensive front-end alignment work 
even though it may do a little etch­ 
ing on the bumpers. 
Be Sure About This 
In these chats about our cars I 
have frequently mentioned the like­ 
lihood of clutch chatter being due 
to oil leaking past the rear main 
motor bearing. Further evidence of 
this is appearance of oil dripping 
from the clutch and flywheel hous­ 
ing. But heres an angle to con­
